the Egyptian Sudan. “Skip the letter-press, the 
pictures will teach you all you need: to know,” 
ig the author's own advice to his revlers—yet 
-he succceds in turning out books which it 
impossible to put down unfinished when once 
begun. With four, six, or eight illastratiuns 

to each page, he has here presented a sort of | 
sketch, alike of the antiquities and of the 
preseat appearance of the Sudan, which leaves 
the hear lively impression on the mind of tho 


Mr “Ward's book bears, in some respects, a 
semi-official character, “Lord Kitchenerasked me 
says the author, 
“and this compliment inspired me with a desire 
to do my best.""'The distinguishing featave in 
tho illusttations. The work is literally crowded 
with photographs, many hundreds in all, a 
large number of which are provided by the 
present Sirdar and Lady Wingate, and others 
who bave had the privilege to penetrate into 
remote and strange regions. ‘The most gruesome 
are those representing the last stand of’ the 
Khalita, reproduced from photographs of Sir 
Reginald Wingate, showing in ghastly realism 
the dead bodies of the leader and his sons and 
followers a few minutes after the conclusion of 
the battle. The most satisfactory are those 
giving the pictures of the Sudd and the work 
in its destraction, the “saner war’ and “sweeter 
wars” against the hostile forces of natare, in 
which lies the real test and'triumph of the 
work of civilization. 

THE LAND AND ITS FULURE. 

‘The description is exhaustive. Here is the 
journey to Khartoum, its temples and mona- 
ments visible along the voyage. Then follows 
the history. in outline of the reoonqaest. The 
new cities are described springing up on the 
land of so many grest and terrible memories, 
the Omdufigan and Khartoum of today. Mr. 

‘Ward passds ‘on to.the interior in its possi- 


bilities of ‘irrigation, the encouragement of 


pedceful agriculture, aud. especially sugges- 
. tions for the control of the waters of the N: 
and Sir- Willidm Garstin’s great scheme for 
utilising in the service of man that which is 
now wasted. 

At the end Mr. Ward takes his readers up 
into the remote heart of Africa, through a 
really astonishing collection of illustrations, to 
the region of the lakes and expeditions and ex- 
plorations hitherto unrecorded in literature. 

‘The author, in visiting “Our Sudan,” which 
is almost as large as Europey and possesses 
«nearly os many nationalities, was struck with 
the great extet and variety of the physical 
characteristics. What was labelled “desert’’ 
in the maps frequehtly proved to be fertile 
lgnd. It was onoe cuitivated, and can be tilled 
again when supplied with irrigation. "The land 
in many parta, ho thinks, is admirably adapted 
for cotton culture. 

‘Mr. Ward, in applying’ to his friends of the 
Government departments for photographs, was 
almost overwbeluied -with their kindness, “L 

| thought to make a selection," he ‘says, “but 


Ball wero so good aud many #o curious,reprosent- 


ing places never depicted before, that I said 
‘Let them/all.come.'” “The advice I give to 
poopla studying’this book,” is his gonial oom- 
ment, \“is; Skip the letterpress; the illustra- 
tions will teach you all you want to know.” 

Among the most interesting is the account of 
the tour of Mr. Dupais in Abyssinia and the 
surrounding regions, with illustrations of a 
country hitherto unknown. ‘There are also 
accounts of the visita of the Governor-General 
to remote provinces, where Sir Reginald Win- 
gata is shown “everywhere weloomed by happy 
fapes and hailed by chiefs and sheikhs and head 
men and village people, especially by thé 
female population, as their deliverer.” Kordo- 
fan, hitherto almost inaccessible, bere yields 
up its secrets, and Darfur will come next, 
“though at present it is impossible to get a 
single illastration of that region.” 

NAGA TEMPLE. 

‘Me. Ward supplies a much-needed scoount 
of the pyramids at Meroé and of the temples 
at Naga and Solib, built by Egyptianising 
kings of Ethiopia, which we have looked for in 
yain elsewhere. 

‘Tho author's description of the besutiful 
temple at Naga is set off by an excellent 
photograph by Bimbashi Lord, RE. Here is 
the description :— 

But the chiet object of interest here, is an 
ex(uisite little temple in the classic style, 
quite a gem. It bears no inscription, but as 
itis, partially buried in the sand, scientific 
excavation may discover its origin by careful 
search for a foundation deposit under the door 
sill, or at the corners, as is so often found in 
Egyptian temples, We are told that the 
Romans never settled so far south. Yet here 
we find undoabted evidence of Roman in- 
fluenoe with distinct Ezyptian characteristics, 
facing lions of Bgyptian style, along with 

pilasters and arched openings carved with what 
right be called Renaissance treatment! The 
dato of the latest buildings canuot be earlier 
than 200 A.D. while some stractures here may 
possibly gobsck to 1,000 years B.C. These ruins 
‘are als as to the period of their erection, 
that can only be solved by scientific search.

‘The last bas great possibilities of future de-| 
| velopment. Hore ‘les brave Belgos,’” says | 
Mr. Ward, “do not'seom to take our peaceful | 
treatment of the natives as complimentary to 
their mansgement of the adjoining Congo 
State.” Captain Bathell’s description of a walk 
and a visit in Bahr el Ghazal is incorporated 
in the narrative, and forms one of the most 
interesting chapters, 

GORDON’S STATUE. 

A picture of the statue of Gordon in the 
principal square of the new city forms the 
frontispiece to this book. 

‘The hero is represented on bis camel with all 
ita native trappings correctly shown, just as he | 
was wont to start’ on his expeditions through 
the country. It was related in “The Times" | 
recently how one day a poor old black woman, | 
who had been a prisoner of Gordon's days, | 
came back to Khartoum, and, sering the statue, | 
exclaimed: “God be praised, the pasha Gordon | 
has come again!” Here she. had seated herself | 
for an entire day—and she related how she | 
had sat long by his camel, and that still he! 
would not look at her—he who bad never | 
passed her without a kindly nod before. “Is | 
he tired, or what is itt" she said: but after 
many visits she came home glad at last, for the 
Pasha had nodded his head to her! 

THE NEW KHARTOUM. 

‘The new Khartoum now stands the model | 
city of Central Africa. It is a city embosomed 
in.a grove of trees undestroyed by all the | i 
shocks of war. When Kitchener crossed im- 
mediately after the battle of Omdarman the

‘The author gives a pleasant picture of the | 
lifg of the palace, and the energy and devotion 
whjch is being thrown into the work of ex- 
ploration and civilisation. 

The interior of the Palace is most charming 
in every.aspect. I enjoyed many visita to it, | j 
thanks to its hospitable hosts, Sir Reginald | 
and Lady: Wingate. ‘The Sirdar’s wonderful | 
vollection of trophies and relics of his long} 
éxperience at the Intelligence Department are , 
well worth a journey to Khartoum to see. Every | 
day some young officer would arrive unexpect- 
edly, bringing news from the remoter pro: | 
vinees, and their keen interest in their daties | 
added much to one’s pleasure. All were so | 
young, active, full of life, hope, and thorough 
enjoyment of their protession And when there 
was a gymkbans, and officers and men, white, 
black, and yellow, all competed together in 
eyaality in splendid efforts of field sports and 
military exercises, it was easy to tell how the | 
Egyptians and Sudanese had become such 
well-disciplined and effective soldiers, 


ZUBEIR PASHA. 

There is an interesting account at the end 
of the serene old age of Zubeir Pasha, once all 
powerful in this region, whose name becsme 
the centre of many violent controversies. 

He is now very old: He lives on his paternal 
estates, Geila near Khartoum, and isa great 

agricaltarist. He has laid aside all his old 
opeaionabla habits) end ia nowa tall la man, 
rather good-looking, and very fond of showing 
himself in his Pasha’s uniform st all functions, 
and never loses a chance of putting in 
an appearance at the Palace. Ho appears 
thys in several of tho photographs. He is 
now quite harmless, and his sympathy with 
us, and antipathy to the Mahdi, joined 
tom unique knowledge of every remote pro- 
vince, has made his friendship valuable. Sir 
Reginald Wingate likes him, and most of those 
in power have a certain amount of respect for 
the old, once powerful, Zabeir Pasha. Yet, 
when there was a deputation of native chiefs, 
‘a few years ago, from the Bahr ol Ghazal,it was 
sean that the poor ‘ braves” trembled in every 
limb, and could hardly be restrained from belt- 
ing when they saw their old enemy in goldlaoe 
standing beside our governing powors—they 
feared we were all slave-dealers, after all! 

CONVERTS DISCOURAGED, 

‘The natives are evidently not encouraged 
by officials to become , as the 
following story about Archdeacon Gwynne, the 
Chaplain at Khartoum, and a would-be Chris- 
tian shows :— 

‘This man came to Mr. Gwynne and asked 

him to admit him and his family into his 
church. Mr. Gwynne paid he could not, as he 
was Government chaplain, and there was a 
regulation against his doing so. The man went 
away sorrowful, for ho had three daughters, 
and he wanted them to be Christians because, 
he said, a woman had no life she could call her 
own under Islam. Of’ course by and by when 
there is s public charch he’and his fainily may 
"| become Christiana if they so desire. 
Many other interesting extracts could easily 
j be made, bat’ the above snffice to show the 
varied characteristics of this book, which ought 
\to be in the hands of every. visitor to the

Wid and New Carpet: ‘Vue more familiar an impartial observer 
may be with the social usages and habits of 
Great Britain and of the Continent of Europe, 
the less emphatic, says Mr, Brander Matthews 
in the “New York Tribune,” will be his feeling 
that the foreign standard is really superior to 
American ; and the more inclined he will be to 
explain away certain apparent disadvantages 
of our attitude as the price) we pay for what 
we hold in high esteem—equality and demo- 
cracy, mantiness and self-respect. 

The American theory of manners, if one may 
attempt to formulate its basis, is founded not 
on any artificial distinctions of social position, 
but on the simple relation of man to man.

In America, bad manners aro 
éaused by want of thought rather than by Inck 
of feeling. They are the result of carelessness 
moro than of wilfulness. The American is so 
busy minding his own business that he has no 
time to be as regardiul of the rights of others 
she knows he ought tobe Ho does not 
mean to be rude, and if his attention is called 
to it he mends his manners, if only for the 
moment. 

The American is profoundly good-natured— 
and good nature is an integral element of good 
manners. The carnival gaiety: of an election- 
night crowd In any American city, no matter 
how bitter nay have been the preceding can- 
‘yass, finds no parallel in any other country in 
the world ; it is an expression of that good- 
homoured toleration which is a chief charac- 
teristic ofthe American people, and which

‘Tho great problem that the Administration 
of the Egyptian State Railways has to solve is 
that of the growth of traffic, and it is one that 
divides itself into many subordinate problems, 
each requiring elaborate study, special. kuow- 
ledge, and far-seeing judgment. As it is on the 
increase of the traffic that the success of a 
railway system depends for its financial and 
general success, it is obviously the first daty of 
the administration to see that everything that 
can be done is done to promote it. For this 
duty the Commission has made no adequate 
provisions, apparently ignoring the fact that 
it is one that demands, on the part of the 
officiel to whom it is entrusted, very special, 
ability a3 well os an intimate knowledge of 
the country, its trade and commerce, its 
people, their habits and customs, and many 
other fectors. Under the system of administra- 
tion that I have sketched this would be the 
work of the General Manager, whose opinions 
and decisions, having been révised or approved 
by the Council, would be carried ont by thé 
‘various departments concerned.

The tollowing are extracts from a report 
made by the official who recently visited the 
Qases for the purpose.of meeting certain local 
omdehs and notables in connection with the 
corporation’s water boring operations, and 
contracts relating thereto. ‘lhe information 
contained therein will doubtless prove of 
interest to shareholders :— 

I started frgm ‘Tima for the Western Oasis 
on the 2nd March. As T have previously 
informed ‘you, | took this road with the inten- 
tion of ascertaining whether the Bahrbala, so 
called by the Arabs, was or was not an inte- 
gral part of the Oasis of Kharga. This road 
also gave me the opportunity of seeing whether 
the ancient Roman alum workings recently 
discovered were or were not of any practical 
value. I arrived in Kharga Oasis on 6th 
March, at the extreme Northern end. I found 
the tract described as the Bahr bela Ma was 
in reality the lowest-lying portion of. the 
extreme Northern end of. Kharga. I found 
there a strip of country over 15 miles in length 
by 1} in breadth, with various ramifications, 
which | had not time to visit ; all had appar- 
ently been highly cultivated in Roman times. 
There were groups of date palms and dome 
palms scattered all over the surface of the 
land, now silted.up by small hillocks of blown 
sand and loam, from which young palms were 
growing around the old decayed stumps. I 
saw four Koman castles or fortified buildings 
in the district, and from two of these, which 
I inspected, there were extensive’ series of 
vertical wells, connected by underground 
channels, which appeared to have tapped 
natural springs in the rock, and from which, 
though the weiis were now all filled with sand, 
and probably the channels as well,the water was 
still percolating, and supplied to some extent 
the surrounding country. I found standing 
water at a depth of two feet below the surface 
near the apparent outlet’ of one of these 
channels, and I also found the soil extremely 
moist at a similar depth in several other places 
where | examined it. In fact, it was impossible 
that the amount of vegetation could ‘exist 
unless there was a considerable amount of 
water throughout the district:..The total 
amount of sand and drift loam which had 
accumulated during the past 2,000 years, 
which is about the time these appear to have 
been abandoned, would not in my opinion 
amount to a total covering of more than two 
feet, if so much ; probably one foot would be 
nearer the mark. - 

The district, would be eminently suitable 
for gradual reclamation, the old palm stumps 
would be sufficiently valuable as wood fuel to 
largely repay the expense of levelling the 
small hillocks round them, and date, vine, 
melon, and fig cultivation might be commenc- 
ed with no further reclamation than the 
digging of a few surface wells to provide 
water for the people and their flocks. The 
district would form an admirable locality for 
the introduction of a number ot Bedouins, 

who would cultivate the land on half shares ; 
but it would probably be necessary to objain 
tlie special sanction of the Government to this 
proceeding. The Local Board will doubtless 
tak@ the necessary steps to obtain the views 
of the Government on the subject, and inform 
you farther,

& thousand yards to the N. and W. of the 
fort, and has been built, with the exception 
of three or four substantial mud-brick buildings, 
almost entirely of small stone huts through 
and among which run several water channels, 
but I can~find no evidence of cultivation, 
although much of the land around is cultiva- 
ble. The whole of the neighbouring beds, 
‘which are mostly drift beds, formed appa- 
rently by the large springs when the Oasis 
was first formed, are pitted in every direc- 
tion with small workings, but what the 
‘object of these workings was it was impossi- 
ble for me to determine in the time at my 
disposal. The question must be very care- 
fally gone into when there is time. I was 
satisfied from the first that the. well which 
the engineer had opened on the outside of 
the fort was not the main water supply, 
although its capacity had increased by a 
very little cleaning from 80 gallons a day 
to over 1,000. It appeared to me to be 
more likely the outflow of a gsnbterranean 
channel from the main well which I baliaved 
to be in the fort. There was a large palm 
tree in the middle of the fort, which stood 
on such high ground that it was impossi- 
ble that such a tree could have oxisted 
without a strong water supply.

that very large supplies are available, and 
other beds were also discovered in several 
places. A bed which the | chemist believes 
to be phosphates was found to out-crop for 
a considerable distance (wellover 1,000 yards) 
on the Eastof the Deir, and a few hundred 
yards from it! The bed is impregnated with 
pyrites, which I lope will not diminish its 
value, but. may possibly increase it. 

Nothing has at present been done with 
reference to ochre, but,-as you are aware, the 
main ochre supply is in Dakhleh, and there 
has been less uncertainty about the ochre

EGYPTOLOGICAL NOTES. 


CONCERNING PAPYRL 


The papyrus fragment of an ancient classical 
author which apparently will be considered 
water channel was found | the chief novelty in this department of Egyp- 

te ee ee tian research for 1904, will be the 15-column 
manuscript of Didymus’ commentary upon the 
Philippics” of Demosthenes. For the “editio 
princeps’ we are indebted to Herren Diels 
and Shubart, who publish alongside with their 
reading and emendation of the text also a pho- 
edition 
can be obtained for students. As the “indefati- 
gable” Didymus is said to have produced 4,000 
works, it is not surprising that among the 
many hundreds of literary fragments found 
recently in Egypt some treatise of his should 
have been detected. In 1868 M. Miller edited 
9 pages of his lost lexicon to Plate, but, with 
the exception of many extracts from his works 
preserved probably in extant scholia upon Ho- 
mer, “that short passage was until the present 
discovery almost the only portion of all the 
remains of Didymus we possessed. The new 
papyrus gives his comments upon the third 


tographic facsimile. Moreover a ch 


and fourth “Philippic” and upon the “Oration 
upon Philip’s Letter.” The latter piece of rhe- 
toric Didymus appears to have assigned not 
to Demosthenes, but considered to be a work 
of Anaximenes of Lampsacus. The papyrus pre- 
sents only historical illustrations of the state- 
ments of Demosthenes, speeches; in so doing it 
gives numerous excerptsfrom the ‘“Atthis” of 
Philochorus, many of them additional to those 
preserved by other commentators upon Demos- 
thenes. Ifthe papyrus containing memoranda 
of évents at Athens under t'ericles, edited by 
Professor Brune Keil, of Strasburg, is also by 
Philochorus we have within a few years two 
remnants of his work restored to us from the 
sands ot Egypt. It is also possible that the list 
of Olympian victors in. volume II. of the “Oxy- 
rhynchus Papyri’ is exttacted from Philocho- 
rus’ “Olympiades.” : 

Among the papyri collected in the Fayoum 
in 1902, by M. Jouquet and Lefebre, were 7 
fragments much damaged of a Comedy, whose 
author the discoverers were unable to identify. 
A closer examination of the text indicates the 
probability that the piece is by Menander, and 
M. Jouquet suggests from some textual evi- 
dence that it bore the title of “Hypobolimaios.”’ 
A long fragment found at the same time Pro- 
fessor Blass believes to be part of Menander’s 
“Apistos.” This piece gives almost one scene of 
the play complete. 


The fragment of the ‘“Dionysalexandros” of 
Cratinus edited by Grenfell and Hunt has been 
luminously commented upon by N. Salomon 
Reinach in the “Revue Archéologique of De- 
cember last. The Comedy’ before this specimen 
of it was in evidence had been thought, perhaps 


to be connected with Alexander of Macedon, 


and if so its author must have been the later 
poet Cratinus. Hew Kock considered the Alex- 
ander to be Paris the Phrygian Shepherd who 
is also called Alexander. The papyrus shows 
this view is correct. 

The summary of the action of the play sets 
forth that the chorus composed of Satyrs are 
around Dionysius upon Mount Ida when Hera, 
Athena and Aphrodite endeavour by rival 
promises to obtain his heart. The first promises 
invincibility, the second victory in war, the 
third such an increase of personal beauty as 
shall render him the beloved of all the fair sex. 
Needless to; say he selected the last offer. In 
proof of its potency he sets out of Lacedemon 
and carries Off Helen, taking her back to Mount 


'Ida. Menelanus, robbed: of his spouse, arms all 


Greece to regain her, and having disembarked 
near T'roy, commences to ravage the country. 
Dienysius hides Helen in a basket, and to se- 
cure his own safety transforms himself into a 
ram and takes refuge with Paris-Alexander. 
The latter however detects the deity and finds 
Helen and to save his country from devastation 
declares he will deliver them to theGreeks. The 
lady displays such distress at her impending 
fate, a look so beautiful in her grief, that Alex- 
ander decides t) take her for wife and sur- 
render Dionysius only, who departs for the’ 
Achean fleet accompanied by the Satyr chorus 
a3 semi-mourners. 

The pretty fooling of the Comedy is in rea- 
lity all based upon political motive, perfectly 
apparent to the Athenian audiences who 
crowded to view its representations. Dionisius, 
who loosed the terrors of war upon Asia, is 
representative of Pericles, Helen, the lady who 
causes the animosiy that produced hostilities, 
stands for Aspasia. Paris-Alexander deciding to 
deliver Dionysius to the Greeks refers to the 
Spartans, and the allusion must have beep 
easily appreciated, because Helen lived at

England, he met large numbers of young Ger- 
mans who had fled abroad to escape compul- 
sory military service, and he alleges that the 
majority of them were driven to desertion by 
abuses of German militarism.

It passes our under- 
standing why it is always alcohol and tobacco 
which rouse the agitator to frenzy, and why, 
it he is so keen on preserving his fellows from 
damaging their digestive @pparatus, some 
of his kind do not specialise on something 
else. There are plenty of articles of food 
‘which, when taken in excess, are just as 
deleterious as intoxicating liquor, but we 
never hear of a League to deliver the 
world from the pernicious influence of Plum 
Pudding, or of an Anti-Pastry Band of Hope. 
The plain fact is that most of these good 
people are either constitutionally unable to 
take alcohol at all or are painfully conscious 
that they cannot restrain themselves within 
reasonable bounds. If — man cannot take 
intoxicating liquor without making a beast of 
himself he should let it alone, but his in- 
capacity for self-control is no reason why there 
should be “no more cakes and ale” for more 
intelligent people. Freedom may sometimes 
degenerate into licence, but it is freedom 
nevertheless, and its loss would be but badly 
compensated for by the production of the kill- 
joy race which is the temperance fanatic’s ideal.
